with various kinds of lit-ll and in or- 
der that the tish planted in the river 
might live and flourish, it was abso- 
lutely necessary to prohibit the tak- 
ing of shiners for bait. 
If the latter 


are. 
removed it simply means that the 


fish with which the river is 
beins 


stocked would have their food supply 
depleted by just that much. 


It is very gratifying for members 


of the Lowell Fish and Game asso- 
ciation to realize that the association 
has not as yet failed in a single un- 
dertaking:. 
There is Just one thing 


for which the association started oul 
that has not yet been accomplished.

stocking the river with fish, the as- 
sociation took up with the state fish 
and game commission the matter of 
restoring the flshways in this city and 
Lawrence. The state did not look with 
much favor at first either upon the 
stocking of the river or the restora- 
tion of the flshways. but the Lowe!!

Within a few minutes after receipt 


of orders from Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo. the seizing party was on 
the way across the harbor to the docks 
where 'the German ships lay.

at a wharf in the North End, where a 
small detachment of sailora easily dis- 
possessed the twelve men aboard. 
Verbal Remonstrance 


There were some verbal remon- 


strances from the Germans on the 
ships at Bast Boston. The purser of 
the Amerika. clad in pajamas, objected 
to an order to go on deck in the pre- 
vailing mixture of snow

When pressed to move he threw up 
his hands and cried: "Kill me here as 
well as send me to be killed out there." 
For nearly an hour the 375 partly 


clad men. some wrapped in blankets, 
others with only coats and trousers

in neither case was of our own seek- 
ing. 
They have realized as we have 


realized that the choice lay between 
peace with humiliation and war with 
honor. 
There was no middle course, 


for armed neutrality, as^the president 
points out, with irresistible cogency, 
affords no secure or powerful foot-

selves, is not vindlctiveness, but vin- 
dication—the vindication of those -hu- 
man rights which, are the common in- 
terest and the natural bond of the 
whole family of civilized societies. 
"To this great purpose the Ameri- 


can people now dedicate their lives 
and fortunes—as we have already ded- 
icated ours—conscious that they are 
listening to any obeying- one of those 
supreme calls which come but rarely 
in history, but which, when they come, 
sound in the ears of a community of 
freemen with a note of imperious de- 
mand. 


"The president urges upon his fel- 


low citizens the utmost practical co-

vide. We on this side of the Atlantic 
acknowledge his appeal and his as- 
surance with profound sympathy and 
gratitude. 
We have never presumed 


to dictate or even to suggest to our 
kinsmen in the United ^States what 
their course should be. 
We have "in 


our heart of hearts longed that the 
time might come when their strength 
would be joined with ours in a strug- 
gle so consonant to all that is best 
in our common instincts and tradi- 
tions. That day has now dawned and 
we believe that its sun shall not set 
an til the two great English-speaking 
democracies can rejoice together 
as 


fellow workers and fellow combatants, 
over the triumph of freedom and of 
right.

courage, as lost to a sense of national 
honor and bent only upon the quest of 
prosperity, even when that comes from 
the destruction of other peoples. Far 
different is the situation today an pre- 
sented by President Wilson. We enter 
the war to defend the rights of our 
free people and to aid in bringing the 
blessings of peace and freedom to all 
the peoples of the world. 


OUR FIRST ACT OF WAR 


The first act of war by the United 


States was the seizure of the German 
vessels interned in 
American 
ports, 


valued, it is estimated, at $23,000,000,. 
It is true that they have all been seri- 
ously damaged by the German crews 
under orders from their 
government. 


Doubtless the government will proceed 
to put these vessels in condition for 
service as soon as possible. They will 
form a valuable addition to our mer- 
chant marine and will in a measure 
compensate this nation for the losses 
Inflicted upon our commerce by Ger- 
many. 


THE SINEWS OF WAR 


It appears that the government in 


to enter the war on a scale more for- 
midable than was at first proposed. 
President Wilson has asked congress 
to provide 53,502,517,000 to finance the 
war for a year. That is close to $10,- 
000,000 a day, whereas the cost to some 
of the other belligerents 
ranges 
as 


high as 26 to 30 million dollars a day. 
The first call for men provides for an 
army of 1,727,846 men, but it will be 
nearly a year before this army can be 
ready for active 
service. 
Meantime

—The victims of the revolution were 
solemnly buried yesterday in the his- 
toric Field of Mars. 
As the 180 cof- 


fins, draped in scarlet bunting, were 
lowered, one by one, into the tre- 
mendous grave which had been dug 
in a corner of the field a series of 
salutes—one for eac-h victim—boomed 
across the ire-hound Neva from the 
Fort reps of St. Potiir and St. Paul, 
where the last ministers of the fallen 
empire are confined. 


Regimental bunds flanked the square 


fiold and thousands of persons with 
bared heads joined in a mass for the 
revolutionary dead. 


The somber aspect of the city, with 


its gloomy buildings looming- .under a 
dull gray sky, was relieved by innu- 
merable flags and si reamers of firm- 
ing red, some few of which wore edged 
with black bands of mourning.
